An Indian 


Stratagem 


By DONALD CHAMBERL1N 


To older persons It seems but a short 


time since Indian fighting was a con- 
stant part of the duties of our regular 
army. The last events which attracted 
unusual attention throughout the coun- 
try were tho Custer massacre and tba 
Modoc war, during which General 
Oanby was subjected to the traditional 
treachery of tlio Indians and murdered 
white ba council with them. Today <U! 
that baa passed; the white man hai 
swept over the continent from the Mln 
sourl to Uio Paciflc as he had swept 
from the Atlantic to the Missouri, 


In one o£ those Incliwi wars of latei 


days a little Indian boy was capture* 
and since there was no practicable waf 
to return him to his people, ho wai 
taken to tho headquarters of the com- 
mand in Fort 11. There he waa treated 
so kindly that ho grew to love the 
white people. 


Tommy, as the boy was called, how- 


ever, Inherited the nature of his red 
forefathers. Ho loved to hunt, to ride, 
to live out in the open air, and a time 
came wheu ho employed that talent 1'or 
Btrategom, for which tho Indian has al- 
ways been distinguished. 


This came about when the forco at 


Uio fort, Including the women and chil- 
dren, wero in peril of their lives. Xho 
Indians, who had been showing signs 
o£ reativeness, suddenly broke away 
from all restraint, and settlors came 
running into the fort, saying lhat they 
wore burning and massacring ttio 
whites. It was soon learned that Ihoy 
were advancing to attack the fort 
Every thing was got In leadluees to re- 
colvo thorn, but when they came it waa 
In auch numbers that It was evident 
they could not long be resisted. 


Fort II. was a two company post, and 


at this time the enlisted men num- 
bered little more than a huudiod men. 
Tho post was besieged by some 2,000 
Indians, and If oveijioweml it waa cer- 
tain that every one in It would be mas- 
sacred. The uomuiauder, Major Mac- 
Rae, was chiefly concerned for the wo- 
men and children. It was terrible t« 
think ol bis men being murdered, but 
they wero sokllors, whoso business it 
was to die, while the women and chil- 
dren were noucombatants and must b« 
cut down without defense. 


Major Macllae knew that some thirty 


miles to tho south of him were four 
companies of cavalry, with light cau- 
uon suitable for Indian warfare. Tho 
commander of this forco, If news could 
bo carried to him, would ooiue at once 
to tho mllef of Fort It., and the sav- 
ages would not likely lie able to 
Btand against the combined cavalry 
and infantry and especially the ai'tll- 
lory. But the Indians had formed a 
circle about the fort, and no messenger 
could get through thcu linos. Them 
was a despairing sternness on tho face 
of Major MacTiaa when Tommy ap- 
proached him and, saluting, as ho had 
learned to do from tho soldiers, said to 
him: 


"I'll take a message through to the 


cavalry." 


The major turned, looked at the boy 


and said: "You can't get through. No 
one could get through." Then, think- 
ing Tommy meant that lie would go aa 
an Indian, ho added, "They would tor- 
turo you for a renegade." 


"I won't go as an Indian. Give me 


tho swll'tost liorse in the command." 


"There's not a horse swift enough to 


escape their bullets." 


"They won't shoot the hoise 
I'll 


show you what 1 will do." 


The major produced the horse, and 


Tommy directed that he be bound to thtt 
horse's belly with his head protruding 
between the forelegs. A revolver was 
thrust in tile boy's bolt, oJid tho bridle 
reins' ho held in his hands. The major

near him. One redakln stood direatly 
in his way and throw up his arms to 
stop him, but Tommy, who worn spurs, 
dug them into tlio brute's belly and 
came near morning the man down, 
When Tommy had newly cleared the 
circle an Indian suddenlyappeared from 
a thicket and succeeded in selsslng the 
bridle. Tomnjty shot him dead with hla 
revolver. 


Ttils was the last of Tommy's adven- 


tures. After clearing the Indian clrcl« 
ho unstrapped himself, mounted the 
horse's back and did not ntop till the 
animal fell with him in the encamp- 
ment o£ tho cavalry.

An Old Proposition. 


Many yours ago the fir.st tunnel was started from 


the English side beneath tho straits of Dover. At 
the present time the old tubes still extend 2,000 
yards toward the French coast. The newer plans, 
however, will require two tubes, running side by 
side, 300 feet beneath the surface of the sen. One 
tube would be used for French-bound traffic entirely 
and the other tube would be used! for English- 
bound trains. 
Investigation has shown that the water in the 


straits of Dover is from 160 to ISO feet deep at the 
most. The buttoin of the sea is a kind of chalk 
formation that has been rendered watertight by 
tbe .infiltration of clay sediment. This chalk bed 
is about 100 feet thick, so that n tunnel 300 feet 
beneath the surface of the sea, following the chalk 
slrata, would probably be safe enough, the 'en- 
gineers believe.

connected" with oblique cross tunnels, which-will

By 1874 it commenced lo look as if something 


would indeed be done to realize the dream of Na- 
poleon and Gamoncie. In that year a company was 
formed in France which obtained a concession to 
start work. One yenr later, in 1875, another com- 
pany was formed in England, known us the "Chan- • 
riel Tunnel, Limited," which obtained permission 
of the British parliament to begin work. 


Tho French company, which was called the 


French Submarine railway, took iv.any samples of 
tin: silt from the channel bottom; made more than 
7,000 soundings; sank a shaft, and actually started 
a'tunnel at Sangatte, iiriviug.it a mile and a half 
beneath the sen. according to present-day accounts 
of the operation. 


Experimental work was carried on by the Eng- 


lish' company for n year or so. 
And then its 


chat-tor expired in 1SSO. 


By 1.S83 there were two English concerns trying 


to secure sole rights in the construction of a tube. 
The second concern went by the name of the 
Submarine Continental railway, in which Sir Ed- 
ward W'ntkin and.the Southeastern railway of Eng- 
land were interested. When Sir Edward's company 
tried to begin work beneath one of t-he cliffs of 
Dover opposition was started by the Channel Tun- 


nel, 
Limited, group. 


Stopped by Parliament. 


' That same year saw a decision in the British 
P-irlHmont which dashed the hopes of both com- 
panies. It was deckled by a joinf.seloct committee 
of thu lords and commons that "it was inex;>odient 
that parliamentary sanction'be given to a subma-

vine communication between England and France." 
So the 2,200-ynrd long tunnel that been completed 
after a "reconciliation of the two companies inter- 
ested wns closed by government order, and the two 
rival companies, combined as the Channel Tunnel, 
'Limited, determined to keep the idea alive for- 
evermore, even if they were permitted to do noth- 
ing else. 
Today the French and English engineers do not 


known definitely that a continuous stratum of firm • 
chalk exists beneath the entire channel from the 
English to the French side. 


They do know, however.^that to all appearances 


tlie stratum is continuous, because drill holes have 
shown that the formation of the French side is 
very much us .oh the English side. The chalk cliffs 
at 'Cap Grisnes, in France, are of the identical 
geological formation as the cliffs of Dover in Eng- 
land and rest, as do the English cliffs, on u sub- 
stratum of gray chalk 200 feet in thickness. 


It Is assumed 'the :-safae gray chalk is to be 


found in a solid, water-resisting layer for the 22 
miles that separate the two countries. 


The Southeastern railway of England is now in- 


terested in starting the tunnel at once." An official 
of the railway has stated:

"If the British and French governments give the 


word the channel tunnel can be started tomorrow. 
All the plans are ready, and have been since 1907."

ed in England a short time ago it was at first as- 
sumed that thousands of demobilized soldiers 
could find jobs with the enterprise.

shown that tho formation of tho French side ,1s 
very much as oil the English side. Tho chalk cliffs 
at Gap Orlsnes, !«• France, nre of tho Identical 
•geological formation as the cliffs of Dover In Eng- 
land, and rest, as do the English cliffs, on a sub- 
stratum of gray chalk '200 feet in thickness. 


It Is assumed''tli'o same gray chalk is to be 


found In a solid, water-resisting layer for the 22 
miles that separate the two countries.

Upon the recommendation of the 
Commission, after consultation, with 
the Federal Board for 
Vocational 
Education and the TJ. S. Employees' 
Compensation Commission, the Pre- 
sident issued an Executive Order, as 
follows: 
"Provided, that the 
Commission 
may, in its discretion, exempt from 
the physical requirements establish- 
ed for any position a disabled and 
honorably discharged soldier, sailor 
or marine upon the certification of 
the Federal Board for Vocational Ed- 
ucation -that he has been specially 
trained for and has passed a prac- 
tical test demonstrating his physical 
ability to perform the duties of the 
class of positions in which employ- 
ment is. sought."

In the following extracts from an 
Interview, Mr. Baker, Secretary of 
War, .gives a very interesting 
ac- 
count 'of the educational 
program 


now being pursued in France in the 
interest of the A. E. F. 
Mr. Baker 
also expresses an opinion as to the 
advisability of extending 
this, 
or 
some similar system, to the entire 
army: 
"Now, there is another thing in 
France of which no adequate idea 
can.be given, and'the most that any- 
body can do is to speak with enthu- 
siasm about It; this is the American 
Expeditionary 
Force 
University. 
There never has been anything like 
this in the woirld. 
At 
Beaune, 
France, they have set up a 
univer- 
sity. The buildings were originally 
put up for a base hospital and the 
war came to an end before they had 
been occupied. 
The university was, 
therefore, established at this place. 
There are over nine thousand stu- 
dents there and there are eleven de- 
partments in the 
university—they 
have a school of agriculture, a divi- 
nity school, a school of law, a school 
of medicine, a college of arts, a. col- 
lege of science, a school of dentistry. 
1 cannot enumerate the others, but 
practically any subject that 
a mail 
wants to know can be taken up at the 
university. 
They have gotten 
the 
teachers in part from the teachers 
with the Y.- M.. C. A., brought over 
when it planned to do work 
along 
this line; but for the most part the 
teachers are college 
professors 
or 
college graduates who were in 
the 
ranks themselves as soldiers and who 
have volunteered as teachers, and as 
you go through the university you 
find for instance, a private 
on the 


platform lecturing on integral calcu- 
lus and there will be seated down in 
the classroom a major, a couple of 
captains, a lieutenant or two, ser- 
geants and corporals, but the man 
who knows is the private; he is the 
professor and the military hicrachy 
is completely upset before the intel- 
lectucal hierarchy. 
Perhaps in the 
next department of the university, 
however, a major will be the lec- 
turer, and so on. sometimes an of- 
ficer, sometimes a noncommissioned 
officer and often a private. 
"About nine thousand 
men are 
now taking courses at the 
univer- 
sity, and the courses, by the way, 
are wonderfully complete. In the de- 
partment of agriculture, for instance 
they have a division of soils, a divi- 
sion of vegetable gardening, a divi- 
sion, of economics of farm manage- 
ment, a division of 
marketing, 
a 
division of animal pests; practical- 
ly the whole field of 
agricultural 
education, so far as I know the whole 
field is covered in the school of agri- 
culture. 
"In addition to the university, as 
you know, some three thousand of 
our men are matriculated in college 
in England and France. 
They are 
actually in Cambridge, Oxford, the 
University of London, University of 
Manchester, Trinity College, of the 
University of Dublin, and in the Sor- 
bonne and other French 
universi- 
ties, so that three thousand of our 
men are in foreign universities aud 
are taking courses there.

sued by the President and received 
>y cable umeniiB the Federal civil- 
service rules fifli as to permit the U. 
S. Civil Service Commission to'waive 
the physical 
requirements 
under 


certain conditions in £awr of m^n 
who were injured in the military 
or naval service. 


fThe civil-service regulations speci- 


fy certain physical defects which de- 
bar from all examinations and other 
defects which will debar from certain 
examinations, These regulations are 
based upon the requirements of the 
service aa established by the several 
department heads. 
Upon the recommendation of the 


Commission, after consultation with 
the Federal Board 
for 
Vocational 


Education and the U. S. Employees' 
Compensation Commission, the Pre- 
sident issued an Executive Order, as 
follows: 
"Provided, that the 
Commission 


may, in its discretion, exempt from 
the physical requirements establish- 
ed for any position a disabled and 
honorably discharged soldier, sailor 
01 marine upon the certification of 
tho Federal Board for Vocational Ed- 
ucation that he has been specially 
trained for and has passed a prac- 
tical test demonstrating his physical 
ability to perform the dtitles o£ the 
class of positions in which employ- 
ment is* sought." 
In submitting1 
its 
recommenda- 


tion to the President the Civil Ser 
vice Commission said; 
"Where it Is 


apparent to this Commission that his

FOR ARMIES ABROAD 


In the following extracts from an 


nlervlew, Mr. Baker, Secretary of 
Var, gives a voiy interesting 
no- 


Count of the educational 
program 


now being pursued iu France in the 
nterest of the A. E. F. 
Mr. Bnker 


also expresses an opinion as to the 
advisability of extending 
this, 
or 


some similar system, to the entire 
army; 


"Now, there is another thing in 
France o£ which no adequate Idea 
can. be given, and 'the most that any- 
jody can do is to speak with enthu- 
siasm about It; this is the American 
Expeditionary 
Force 
University. 


There never has been anything like 
this in the world. 
At 
Dea-une, 


Prance, they have set up a univer- 
sity, The buildings were originally 
put up for a base hospital and the 
war came to an end before they had 
been occupied. The university was, 
therefore, established at this place, 
There are over nine thousand stu- 
dents there and there are eleven do 
partments in the 
university—they 


have a. school of agriculture, a divi- 
nity school, a school of law, a school 
of medicine, a college o£ arts, a col- 
lege of science, a school of dentibtiy. 
I cannot enumerate the others, but 
practically any subject that 
a man 


wants to know can be taken u}> at the 
university. They have gotten 
the 


teachers In part from the teachers 
with the Y. M. C. A., brought over 
when, it planned to do woik along 
this line; but for the most part the 
teachers are college 
professors 
or 


college graduates who were in 
the 


ranks themselves as soldiers and who 
have volunteered as teachers, and as 
you go through the university you 
find for instance, a private on 
the 


platform lecturing on Intogiul calcu- 
lus and thero will be seated down in 
the classroom a major, a couple ot 
captains, a lieutenant or 
two, soi- 


geants and corporals, but the 
man 


who knows Is the private; he is the 
prolessor and the military hlurachy 
is completely upset before the Intel- 
lectucal hierarchy 
Perhaps in thu 


next department of the 
university, 


howovei, a major will be the 
lec- 


turer, and so on, sometimes an ot- 
lleer, sometimes a noncommissioned 
ofllcer and often a piivato, 


"About nine thousand 
men

sity, and the courses, by the way, 
are wonderfully complete, In tho de- 
partment of Agriculture, for instance 
they have a division of soils, a divi-

Industrial Democratization.

their welfare or the part they are to 
play In Industry. Some positive legis- 
lation Is practicable.

The figures to 


which these obligations have arisen 
are very great indeed, but they are not 
so great as to make it difficult for the. 
nation to meet them; and meet them, 
perhaps, in a single generation,^ 
taxes which will neither crush nor dis- 
courage. 
T,hey are not so great as 


they seem, not so. great as the Im- 
mense sums we have had to borrow, 
idded to the immense sums we have 
had to raise by taxation, would seem 
to indicate; for a .Very large propor- 
tion of these sums were raised m order 
that they might be loaned to the gov- 
ernments with which we wore associ- 
ated in the war, and those loans will, 
of course, constitute assets, not liabil- 
ities and will not .have to be taken 
care of by our tax-payers.. 


Equitable Taxation. 


The main thing we shall have to 


care for is that our taxation shall rest 
as lightly as possible on the productive 
resources of the country,' that Its rates 
shall be stable, and that it shall be 
constant In its revenue-yielding pow- 
er. We have found the main sources 
from which it must be drawn. I take 
It for granted that :lts mainstays will 
henceforth be the income tax, the ex- 
cess profits tax and the; estate tax. All 
these can be so adjusted to.yield con- 
stant and adequate returns and yet 
not constitute a too grievous burden 
on the taxpayer. A-revision of the in- 
come tax has already been provided for 
by the act of 1918, but I think you will 
find that further changes: can be made 
to advantage both, in the rates of the 
tax and In the method of its collection. 
The excess profits tax-need not long 
he maintained at the rates which were 
necessary while the enormous expense 
of the war had to be borne; but it 
should be made thc basis of a perma- 
nent system which will reach undue 
profits without discouraging the enter- 
prise and activity of our business men. 
The tax- on inheritances ought, no 
doubt, to be reconsidered in its rela- 
tion to the fiscal systems of the sev- 
eral states, but It certainly ought to 
rema'iu a permanent part of the fiscal 
system of the federal government also. 


"Many of the minor taxes provided 


for In the revenue legislation of 1917 
and 191S. though no doubt made neces- 
sary by the pressing necessities of the 
war time, can hardly find sufficient 
justification under the easier circum- 
stances of peace, and can now happily 
be got rid of. Among these, I hope you 
will agree, are the excises upon vari- 
ous manufactures and the taxes upon

on different individuals. Their collec- 
tion is difficult and expensive. Those 
which are levied upon articles sold at 
retail are largely evaded'by the read- 
justment of retail prices. On the other 
hand, I should assume that It is ex- 
pedient to maintain a considerable 
range of indirect taxes; and the fact 
that alcoholic liquors will presently 
no longer afford n source of revenue 
by taxation makes it the more neces- 
sary that the field should be carefully 
res'tudied in order 
that equivalent 


sources 
of revenue may be found 


which it will bo legitimate, and not 
burdensome, to draw upon. But you 
have at hand in the treasury depart- 
ment -many experts who can advise 
you upon the matters much better than 
I can. I can only suggest the lines of 
n permanent and workable system, 
and the placing of the taxes where 
they will least hamper the life of the 
people. 
"There is, fortunately, no occasion 


for undertaking in the immediate fu- 
ture, any general revision of our sys- 
tem'of import duties. No serious dan- 
ger of foreign competition now threat- 
ens American industries. Our country 
has emerged from the war less dis- 
turbed and less weakened than any of 
the European countries which are our 
competitors in manufacture. So far 
from there being any danger or need 
of accentuated foreign competition, it 
is likely that the conditions of the 
next feXv years will greatly facilitate 
the marketing of American manufac- 
tures abroad.

Washington, May 20.—For tho first 


time in history a message from tho 
president of the United StalcH, cabled 
irom Kurope, wus read to tho congress 
today. It was as follows; 


"Gentlemen 
ot lho Congress:

see-iim to bo my duty to take part In 
tho counsel of the peace conference 
und contribute) what I can to the solu- 
tion of the liiuunierablo questions lo 
who.se settlement It IIIIH had to ad- 
dress Itself; for they uro questions 
which affect tho peaeu of the whole 
world and from them, therefore, the 
United States cannot stand apart. I 
deemed it my duty to call the con- 
gress together at this time because It 
wns not \vlbe to postpone longer the 
provisions which must bo made for 
the support of lho government. Many 
of the appropriations which are abso- 
lutely necessary for the maintenance 
of the government and the. fulfillment 
of its varied obligations for the lineal 
year 1910-1020 have not yot been 
made; the end of the present Usciil 
year Is at hand; arid action upon these 
appropriations can no longer bo pru- 
dently delayed. It Is necessary, there- 
fore, that 1 should Immediately cull 
your attention to tills critical need. 
It Is hardly necessary for mo to urge 
that It may receive your prompt at- 
tention. 


"I shall take the liberty of addi ess- 


Ing you on my rotnin on Uie subjects 
which have most engrossed our at- 
tention and the atte-ntlon of tho world 
during 
those anxious months, slncu 


the armlstlco of last November wns 
filgned, tho International HotllomentH 
which must form tho subject matter 
of the present treaties of peace and 
of our national action In the Iminedl- 
'ate future. It would bo premature to 
discuss them or to express a Judg- 
ment about 
them 
beforo they are 


brought to their complete formulation 
by the agreements which are now be- 
ing sought nt (lie table of the confer- 
ence. I shall hope to lay them beforo 
you In their many aspects so sioun UH 
arrangements have been reached. 


Rights of the Worker. 


"The question which stands at the 


front of all others in every country 
amidst the present great awakening IH 
the question of labor; and perhaps I 
can speak of It wltli us great advan- 
tage while engrossed In tho considera- 
tion of Interests which affect all conn 
tries alike as I could at homo and 
amidst the> Interests which naturally 
most 'affect my thought, because they 
are the Interesls of our own people. 


"By the question ot labor I do not 


mean (bo question of pfllclcnt iiidns- 
,trial production, the questlpu of how 
'labor Is to be obtained and made ef- 
fective In the gri-iit process of sustain- 
ing populations and winning success 
amidst 
commercial 
and 
Industrial 


rivalries. I mean Unit much greater 
and more vital question, how nre the 
men nnd women who do the dully la- 
bor of the world to obtain progressive 
'Improvement In the conditions of their 
labor, to be made happier, and to be 
served better by the communities and 
thp Industries which their labor sus- 
tains and advances? How are they to 
be given their right advantage as citi- 
zens and human beings? 


"We cannot go any further In o 


present direction. 
Wo havo already 


gone too far. We cannot llvo our right 
life as n nation or achieve our proper 
success as an Industrial community If 
capital nnd labor nro to continue to 
be antagonistic Instead of being part- 
ners. It they are to continue to dis- 
trust ono another nnd contrive how 
they can cot tho better oC one another, 
or what perhaps amounts to tlio same 
thing, calculate by what form and de- 
gree of coercion they can miinago to 
extort on the ono hand work enough 
to make enterprise profitable, on the 
other Justice and fair treatment enough 
to make life tolerable. That bad roail 
has turned out a blind alloy. It la no 
thorough)are to roal prosperity. 
Wo 


must find another, lending in another 
direction nnd to a very different desti- 
nation. It must lead not merely to 
commodntlou, but alsn to a genuine 
co-operation and 
partnership 
boned 


upon n real community of. interest and 
participation In control, 


"(There Is now In fact n re-nl com- 


munity of Interest between capital rtud 
labor, but it bus never been made evi- 
dent in action. 
It can be made oper- 


ative nnd manifest only on a new or- 
ganization of Industry. The genius of 
our business men and the sound, prac- 
tical sense of our workers can certainly 
work such a partnership out when once 
they realize exactly what It Is that 
they seek, nnd sincerely ftdopt a com 
man purpose with regard to It.

ed lu every practicable way to find 
the places for which Ihey are lilted 
in the dully wotk of this country, 
This can be done hy developing and 
nnilntulnlng upon an adequate scale 
the admirable organization created by 
the department of labor for placing 
men seeking w o r k ; und It can also be 
dono, In at least one very great field, 
by creating new opportunities for In- 
dividual enlerpilse. The secretary ot 
Ihe Interior has pointed out thu way

Our 
legislation should be friendly to such 
plans nnd purposes. 


"And credit and enterprise alike will 


)o quickened by timely and helpful 
legislation with regard to taxation. I 
tiope that the congress will find It pos- 
sible to undertake an early reconsid- 
eration of federal tuxes, In order to 
make our system of taxation more sim- 
ple and easy of administration and the 
taxes themselves us little burdensome 
ns they can be made and yot suffice 
to support the government and meet 
all ' Us obligations. 
The figures to 


which these obligations have arisen 
are very jcrjeat indeed, but they are not 
so great as to rntiko it difficult for the 
nation to meet them, and meet them, 
perhaps, In a single generation, by 
axes which will neither crush nor dis- 
courage. 
'JJhey arc not so great as 


they seem, not so great as tho Im- 
mense sums wo have had to borrow, 
lidded to the Immense sums we have 
lirtel fo raise by taxation, would seem 
fo Indicate; for a vei-y large propor- 
tion of these sums were raised In order 
that they might be loaned to the gov- 
ernments with which Wo were associ- 
ated In tho war, and those loans will, 
of course, constitute assets, not llabll- 
ties and will not have to be taken 
care of by our tax-payers. 


Equitable Taxation. 


"The main thing we shall havo to 


care for Is that our taxation shall rest 
ns lightly as possible on tlio productive 
resources of the country, that Us rates 
shall be stable, a,nd that It shall bo 
constant In Its revenue-yielding pow- 
er. 
We have found tho main sources 


from which It must bo drawn. I tako 
It for granted that Its mainstays will 
henceforth be the Income tax, the ex- 
cess profits tax and the estate tax. All 
these can bo so adjusted to yield con- 
stant nnd adequate returns and yot 
not constitute u too grl6vous burden 
on the taxpayer. A revision of the In- 
come 1a\ bus already been provided for 
by the act of 101S, but I think you will 
Jlnd that further changes can be made 
lo advantage both, In the rales of the 
tax and In the method of Its collection. 
The excess profits lux need not long 
be maintained at the rates which were 
necessary while the enormous expense 
ot the1 war had to be borne; but II 
should be made Ihn basis of. u perma- 
nent system which will reach undue 
prollts without discouraging the enter- 
prise and activity of our business men, 
Tho lax- on Inheritances ought, no, 
doubt, to be reconsfdored In Us rela- 
tion to tlio fiscal systems of the sev- 
eral slates, but It certainly ought fo 
remain a pnimanent pint of the fiscal 
system of the federal government also. 


"Muny of the minor taxes provided 


for In the revenue legislation of JIH7 
and 1018, though no doubt made neces- 
sary by the pressing necessities oC the 
war time, can hardly Ibid sutllclont 
Justification under tho easier circum- 
stances of. peace, and can now happily 
bo got rid of. Among these, I hope you 
will agree, are the excises upon vari- 
ous manufactures and the tuxes upon 
retail sales. They arc unequal In the 
Incldi nco on different Industries and 
on different Individuals. Their collec- 
tion is difficult and expensive. Those 
which are levied npan articles sold at 
rottill are largely evaded'by the read- 
justment of retail prices. On the other 
hand, I should assume that It Is ex- 
pedient to maintain n considerable 
range of Indirect taxes; and tho fact 
that alcoholic liquors will pioscnlly 
no longer alfoi-d a source of revenue 
by taxation makes It the more neces- 
sary that tho Held should be eiirefully 
rcs'tiidled 
In 
order 
that 
equivalent 


sources of 
revenue may bo found 


which It will be legitimate, and hot 
burdensome, to draw upon, But you 
have at hand In Ihe treasury depart- 
ment many experts who can advise 
yon upon the matters much bolloi than 
I can 
I can only suggest the lines of 


a permanent 
and workable system, 


and tin 
1 placing of tho tuxes where 


they will least liumper the life of thu 
people 


"Tbeie Is, fortunately, no occasion 


for undertaking In the Immediate fu- 
ture, liny general revision oC our sys- 
tem of Import duties. No serious dan- 
ger of loi'olgn competition now threat- 
ens American industries. Our country 
has emerged from the war loss dis- 
turbed und less weakened tlinn any of 
the lOuropeun countries which are our 
competitors In manufacture. 
So far 


from (hero being any danger or need 
oC accentuated foreign competition, It 
Is likely that tho conditions of tho 
next le|w yours will greatly facilitate 
the marketing ot American manufac- 
tures abroad. Least of all should we 
depart from tho policy adopted In the 
tariff act ot 1l)1i!, of permitting the 
free entry Into tho Unltod Slates of 
tlio raw materials needed to supple- 
ment and enrich our own abundant 
supplies, 


"Nevertheless, there arc purls of our 


tariff system which need prompt ut 
tentlon. The experiences of the war 
have nrudc it plain that In some cases 
too great reliance on foreign supply Is 
dangerous, and that In determining 
coitaln purls of our tariff policy do 
mostlc considerations must bo borne 
In mind which are political as well as 
economic. 
Among the Industries to 


which special consideration should be 
given Is that of the manufacture of 
dyestuft's nnd related chemicals. Our 
complete 
dependonte 
upon Gorman 


supplies before tho war made the In- 
terruption of trade a cause of excep- 
tional 
economic 
disturbance, 
The 


close relation between the manufac- 
turer of dyosluffs, on the one hand,

Memorial day in Washington Is to

Arlington National cemetery, pos- 


sibly the most beautiful burial ground 
nC the world, Is today In the colors of 
spring. There Is nothing somber about 
Arlington except, tho thoughts which 
come to ono as he threads his way 
through the paths which border the. 
resting places of the fallen. 


The color scheme of the place Is 


beautiful. There is the purple of the 
wistaria, the pink and white of the 
dogwood, the subdued radiance of the 
redbtid. the yellow ot the dandelions, 
tho white of the daisies, and the pur- 
ple of tho violets which there mingle 
with or glow beneath the coming green 
of the great tulip 'trees and the great- 
er oaks. 
There nre newly made graves In Ar- 


linfrton. those of the few victims of 
the great war who already have found 
rest in this section of fame's eternal 
camping ground. An added duty has 
come to the surviving veterans of the 
wars, and to the widows and children 
of the dead. The Memorial day of tho 
future will find a greater host asleep 
which must be remembered with the 
hosts which had gone before. 


Amphitheater Nearly Completed.

Memorial day the great marble amphi- 
theater which has been erected, in Ar- 
lington will be used for the first time. 
It stands in a state of near completion, 
Its white walls shining under Poto- 
mac's sun.

It was 
the hope, and perhaps rtlll Is the hope, 
that one dfly Lee and Jackson and 
others of the Soothern. army may rest 
beneath the oaks of Arlington. 


The great trees of Arlington nave

BILLS TO BE 


HEARDISWEEK 


School Control Problem May be 


Finally Determined. 


TO PASS ON TAX MEASURES 


Two Senate and Four House Act» Pro- 


poslno Channel-Are -to Receive 


Attention—Fish and 


Game Laws. 


Madison.—The big hearing of this 


week Is expected to be In the senate 
parlor, before the senate and assem- 
bly committees on education, on the 
Bird bill and the Peterson and Pullen 
substitute amendments/to put the con- 
trol of all city schools under boards of 
education as Independent corporations. 


The proposed control extends not 


only to engaging teachers and superin- 
tendents, but to building and' maintain- 
ing schools. It Is expected many may- 
'ors, city attorneys and presidents of 
Boards of education will be here for 
the hearing. 
- 


i The Bird bill creates 21 new sec- 
^tlons. The Peterson amendment pro- 
'poses to effect Independent control of 
the schools by amending existing stat- 
utes, repealing others and creating 
ieuven new sections. The Pullen amend- 
ment created 20 new sections and re- 
:peals 15 sections of the present stat- 
utes regulating control of the schools 
through city councils controlling the 
actions of boards of education. 


The Peterson bill proposes school 


Boards of seven members, elected at 
large and to be named school com- 
missioners: Regulations vary for the 
schools of Milwaukee and of other 
cities. The Pullen bill provides elec- 
tive boards, but the number varies ac- 
cording to the size of city. 
It also 


ma-kes the superintendent of schools 
an Important advisory factor to the 
board: All three bills define regula- 
tions for engaging teachers, issuing 
bonds for new schools and handling 
other school moneys. 


The assembly committees will hold 


hearings on 47 senate bills and on 12 
assembly bills this week, showing the 
assembly has almost cleaned up. Sen- 
ate committees have 2<1 senate bills of 
Its own to. consider and 28 assembly 
bills. In another week, committees of 
both houses will have completed hear- 
ings on all bills, except the few to be 
introduced by committee chairmen. 


Among senate hearings will be that 


by the committee on corporations on 
two senate and four assembly bills 
proposing changes in the income tax 
statutes, and on the Arnold bill, re- 
wrlving the law on inheritance taxes^ 
and proposing Increases in rates on a 
ratio of 1 to 3. Of the income tax 
bills, that by Arnold proposes in- 
creases of about 25 per cent; that by 
Schultz affects Incomes on notes, con- 
tracts, mortgages, stocks, bonds and 
profits from sale of capital assets; 
that by Otto affects sources of war 
contracts profits; that by Cole, allows 
no deduction on losses of limited char- 
acter; (That by Otto provides for col- 
lection from one community by an- 
other, where tax should properly have 
been paid; arid another by Otto re- 
vises the regulations ns to payment 
of income taxes to county treasurer's. 


The assembly elections committee 


will conduct n free-for-all hearing on 
12 out of 4 bills offered by Senator 
Herman C. Schultz, Milwaukee, pro- 
posing changes in the election laws. 
The most Important are proposals to 
have nomination papers filed not later 
than the last Tuesday in July, for elec- 
tion of party 'comuiitteemen from as- 
sembly districts, instead of wards or 
similar 
precincts, 
making election 


commissioners the canvassing board 
In Milwaukee, requiring printing of 
ballots not later than the third Tues- 
day In August, requiring keeping of 
two instead of three poll lists, permit- 
ting nominated candidates to decline 
running on the last day, instead of 
seven days before election, and mak- 
ing ballot clerks election Inspector of- 
ficers. 
Bills passed by the assembly, relat- 


ing to 'fish and game, will be consid- 
ered by the senate committee on state 
affairs; but the assembly committee 
on fish and game will conduct a hear- 
ing on the finance committee bill, re- 
vamping the statute pertaining to the 
conservation commission and carrying 
appropriations. . 


The senate committee on reconstruc- 


tion will conduct hearings on Us two 
bills, one for a joint legislative com- 
mittee to Investigate social Insurance 
and the other for a representative of 
labor and agriculture on the state 
board of education. 


The Joint finance committee has 


three bills left for hearings, of which 
one is its own, for exempting certain 
classes of property from taxation. The 
highway . commission 
appropriation 


also will be considered. 


State Guard to Be Reorganized. 


Both houses of the legislature have 


passed a bill appropriating $600,000 
annually for the support of the Guard. 
Of this sum $300,000 must he.spent 
under the supervision of the governor. 
The regular annual appropriation for 
the support of the National Guard is 
$300,000, but In order to be ' able to 
meet the demands of the federal gov- 
ernment It has been deemed necessary 
to appropriate an additional amount 
of $300,000 annually to be expended on 
the Guards under the supervision and 
with the approval of the governor. 


Engross Physical Training Bill. 


The assembly .engrossed the Met- 


cnlfe bill providing courses of physi- 
cal training In elementary and high 
schools, and for a state supervisor of 
physical education. 
Metcalfe said it 


was better to train 'the children than 
to spend the money training men for 
military service, as trained boys in 
case of necessity could be trained 
more quickly as soldiers. A motion 
to hill the bill was lost, 24 to 44. The 
Burhop bill, granting power to cities 
to license milk dealers, was killed, 41 
to 31. 


Film Censorship Bill Defeated. 


Only 19 votes in favor of movie cen- 


sorship could be raised in the assem- 
bly. 
Fifty-four voted against the sub- 


stitute amendment and the bill Itself 
was killed viva voce. 
George Oakes, 


author of the bill, argued 
against 


"tempting the youth into the primrose 
path by display.of sexual crimes, half- 
clad vamnires and violent love scenes." 
Crerwinski' and Donnelly opposed the 
bill, contending that, the drama -and 
newspapers told about tilings which It 
was proposed to kill In the .movies. 


Sewlon May La«t Until July. 


-With 840 bills Introduced In the as- 


sembly and 507 In the senate, blll» and 
resolutions keep coming In from com- 
mittee .chairmen and under suspen- 
sion of the rules. Although assembly 
and senate are making an honest ef- 
fort to wind up business, of'; the ses- 
sion by June 1, It does not seem like- 
ly that adjournment alnc die can be 
taken much before July L Older mem- 
bers of both houses, as well as the 
chief clerks. Insist that the usual wait- 
ing for bills to go through the gov- 
ernor's office will be tedious. Several 
times during the session bills' sent to 
the governor have had to come back 
for technical corrections: The legisla- 
ture cannot adjourn until all bills con- 
'curred la. by both houses have .been 
acted upon1 by the governor. 
. Up to May 10 the assembly had 
passed 227 of-Its own bills, billed'156, 
had withdrawn 59, leaving 198 to be 
considered. 
Of bills passed, 111 have 


been concurred in by the senate and 
14 non-concurred In. 
The asesmbly had received 279 sen- 


ate bills, concurred In 177, non-con- 
curred in 15 and had 87 to consider. 
The senate has-passed 270 of Its bills, 
killed 53, had 24 withdrawn, one ve- 
toed, 138 concurred in by the assem- 
bly, 
and 17 non-concurred in, leaving 


102 In the assembly and 159 to be con- 
sidered. The senate received 237 as- 
sembly bills, has 93 to consider and 
has non-concurred in 15. 


Farmers Win Market Fight 
Farmer members of the assembly, 


after a six-hour debate, gained what 
they claim as the greatest legislative 
victory for the farmers by refusing to 
accept the marketing bill prepared *>y 
the joint legislative committee. They 
passed the Coe substitute amendment 
to the committee bill, incorporating 
most of the features of the Equity so- 
ciety bill. 
This bill drew such strenuous oppo- 


sition that it wsis recommended for 
death by the agricultural committee. 


The amendment creates a board of 


markets with seven members. 
Thej 


board would appoint a market commis- 
sioner. 
He would be empowered, to Investi- 


gate nil questions affecting supply and 
demand, prevailing prices, cost of 
manufacturing and profit, would col- 
lect Information relative to production 
and marketing, promote the organiza- 
tion of public markets, Investigate the 
methods of business, prevent unfair 
methods and license all mills, factories 
and plants engaged in the manufacture 
and distribution of agricultural prod- 
ucts. 
The . committee bill 
would have 


created a division of markets in the 
department of agriculture. 


Dog Tax Amendment Introduced. 


The legislature seems determined 


to enact some law to promote sheep 
raising by taxing dogs and thereby 
causing the death of all vicious doga 
or those not properly cared for by 
their owners. 


The Joint finance committee has In- 


troduced amendments to the Axel 
Johnson bill on licensing dogs. 
The 


amendment licenses male dogs nt r$3 
and female dogs at $5, with an addi- 
tional fee of 15 cents to the clerk of a 
town, village or city to whom he pays 
the license. The bill further provides 
that the proposed act does not limit 
the existing right or authority of any 
town, village or city to pass ordinances 
for regulating or licensing the keep- 
ing of dogs, except that no such ordl- 
ance' shall be passed after July 1, 
1920,- and all existing on that date 
shall he null and void. 


All moneys received from dog li- 


censes are to be appropriated into a 
revolving fund for defraying expenses 
In administering the law. The surplus 
shall be returned to county treasurers. 
The bill appropriates hot more than 
$5,000 for administration of the tax. 
The sum later will be refunded from 
deposits in the dog license fund. 


Settle Method of Road Taxation. 


The controversy in the joint legis- 


lative committee over the method of 
raising $5,091.780 to merit allotment of 
a similar sum by the government for 
highways was ended the past week. 


The principal contest was over rais- 


ing automobile license fees and impos- 
ing a mill tax for tl« purpose. 
The 


latter plan won and the rate of. tax- 
ation will be four-tenths of a mill, or 
40 cents a $1,000 of assessed valuation. 
This was decided on as the most just 
and equitable method of distributing 
the burden, making the farmer, who 
uses the highways most, and the rich 
men of the cities, for whom the farm- 
ers use the highways In heavy hauling, 
bear most of the burden, and yet mak- 
ing the man of small means pay for 
the ride he may take with friends or 
neighbors Sunday afternoon: 


Berger to Seek Re-election. 


Representatove-elect Victor Berger, 


Milwaukee Socialist, who faces expul- 
sion because of his conviction In the 
federal court, declared at Washington 
the past week that he would seek re- 
election if denied his seat. Whether 
In jail or out, he said, would make no 
difference. 


Action on Income Tax Returns Bill: 


Assemblyman Markham 
attempted 


to defeat'the substitute amendment to 
the Kaney bill which permits the ex- 
amination of income tax returns by tax 
officials and the use of the Information 
in a return and evidence in court of 
record. The move failed 55 to 13 ami 
the Kaney substitute was then adopt- 
ed. Assemblyman Edwards announced 
on the floor that It was the intention 
of the tax committee to recommend 
for nonconcurrence the Severson bill 
providing for wider publicity of state 
Income returns.

Speaker Kiley S. Young of the Wis- 


consin assembly was the happiest and 
proudest member of the legislative 
party returning from Carop Grant on 
Friday of last week.

BIG BILLS TO BE 


School Control Problem May be 


Finally Determined. 


TO PASS ON TAX MEASURES 


Two Senate and Four House Acts Pro- 


posing Changes Are to Receive 


Attention—Fish and 


Game Laws. 


Mndlson.—The big hearing of tills 


week Is expected to bo In the senate 
parlor, before the souiite and assem- 
bly committees on education, on the 
Bird bill nnd (he Peterson and Pullen 
substitute amendments, to put the con- 
trol of all city schools under boards of 
education as Independent corporations. 
, The proposed control extends not 
only to engaging teachers and superin- 
tendents, but to building and maintain- 
ing schools. It Is expected many mny- 
'ors, city attorneys and presidents of 
boards of education will bo here for 
|the hearing. 


i Tho Bird bill creates 21 new sec- 
,tlons. The Peterson amendment pro- 
poses to effect Independent control of 
the schools by amending existing stat- 
lUtes, repealing others nnd creating 
seven now sections. Tho Pullen amend- 
ment created 20 new sections and re- 
peals ID sections of tho present stat- 
utes regulating control of the schools 
through city councils controlling the 
actions of boards of education, 


The Peterson bill proposes school 


Boards of seven members, elected at 
largo and to bo named school com- 
missioners, Regulations vary for the 
schools of Milwaukee nnd of other 
cities. Tho Pullen bill provides elec- 
tive boards, but the number varies ac- 
cording to the sl/.o of city. 
It also 


maltcs the superintendent of schools 
an Important advisory factor to the 
hoard. 
All three bills deflnn regula- 


tions 
Tor engaging teachers, Issuing 


bonds for new schools and handling 
other school moneys, 


The assembly commlltccs will hold 


hearings on 47 senate bills and on 12 
assembly bills this week, showing tho 
assembly bus almost cleaned up. Seri- 
ate committees have 2<l senate bills of 
Its own to consider and 28 assembly 
bills. In another week, committees of 
both houses will have completed hear- 
ings on all bills, except tho few to be 
Introduced by committee chairmen. 


Among senate hearings \vlll be that 


by the committee on corporations on 
two seriate and four assembly bllte 
proposing changes In (lie Income tax 
statutes, and on the Arnold bill, re- 
writing the law on Inheritance taxes 
and proposing Increases In rates on a 
ratio of 1 to 3. Of the Income tnx 
bills,

Arnold proposes in- 


creases of about 25 per cent; that by 
Schully, affects Incomes on notes, con- 
tracts, mortgages, stocks, bonds nntj 
profits from sale of capital assets;

acter; flint by Otto provides for col- 
lection from one community by an- 
other, where tax should properly have

Tho assembly elections committee 


will conduct n fioe-for-nll hoai Ing on 
12 out of 4 bills offered by Senator 
Herman C. SthiiltJi, Milwaukee, pro- 
posing changes In the election laws. 
Tho most Important are proposals to 
have nomination papers filed not Inter 
than the last Tuesday in July, for elec- 
tion of party commlltecmen from as- 
sembly dl&lrlcls, Instead of wards or 
similar 
precincts, making election 


commissioners the camasslng hoard 
In Milwaukee, requiring printing of 
ballots not later than I he third Tues- 
day In August, requiring keeping of 
two Instead of three poll lists, permit- 
ting nominated candidates to decline 
running on the last day, Instead of 
seven days before election, and mak- 
ing ballot clerks election Inspector of- 
ficers. 


Bills passed by the assembly, relat- 


ing to 'fish and game, will be consid- 
ered by tho senate committee on state 
uffnlrs; but tho assembly committee 
on llsh and game will conduct n hear- 
ing on the finance committee bill, re- 
vamping tho statute pertaining to the 
conservation commission and carrying 
appropriations. 


Tho senate committee on reconstruc- 


tion will conduct hearings on Us two 
bills, one for a Joint legislative com- 
mittee to Investigate social Insurance 
and the other for a representative of 
labor nnd agriculture on the state 
board of education, 


Tho Joint finance committee has 


three hills left for hearings, of which 
one Is Its own, for exempting certain 
classes of property fro;n taxation. The 
highway , commission 
appropriation 


also will be considered. 


State Guard to Be Reorganized. 


Both houses of the legislature have 


passed a bill appropriating .$000,000 
annually for the support of the Guard. 
Of this sum $800,000 must he.spout 
under the supervision of the governor. 
The regular annual appropriation for 
tho support of the National Guard Is 
$300,000, but In order to be able to 
meet the demands, of the federal gov- 
ernment It has been doomed necessary 
to appropriate an additional amount 
of $!iOO,000 annually to bo expended on 
the Guards under tho supervision and 
with the approval of the governor. 


Engross Physical Training Bill. 


The assembly engrossed the Mot- 


calfo bill providing courses of physi- 
cal training In elementary and high 
schools, and for n state supervisor of 
physical education. 
Metcnlfe said It 


was better to train tho children than 
to spend the money training men for 
military service, ns trained boys In 
case of necessity 
could bo trained 


more quickly as soldiers. A motion 
to kill tho bill was lost, 24 to 44. The 
Burhop bill, granting power to cities 
to license milk dealers, was killed, 41 
to 81. 


Film Censorship BUI Defeated. 


Only 10 votes In favor of movie cen- 


sorship could be raised In the assem- 
bly. 
Fifty-four voted against the sub- 


stitute amendment and the bill Itself 
was killed viva voce. 
George Oakes, 


author of the bill, argued against 
"tempting the youth Into the primrose 
path by display of sexual crimes, half- 
clad vnniDlres and violent love scenes." 
Or.erwlnsld and Donnelly opposed the 
bill, contending that the drama -and 
newspapers told about things which It 
was proposed to kill In the movies. 


Seuton May Latt Until July. 


With "04*0 bills Introduced In the tin- 


KCinbly nnd 507 In the senate, bills and 
resolutions keep coming In from com- 
mittee chairmen and under suspen- 
sion of the rules, Although assembly 
and senate are making an honest ef- 
fort to wind up business of the ses- 
sion by June 1, It does nbt seem like- 
ly that adjournment sine die can be 
taken much before July 1. Older mem- 
bers of both houses, as well as the 
chief clerks, Insist that the usual wait- 
ing for bills to go through the gov- 
ernor's office will be tedious. Several 
times during tho session bills sent to 
the governor have had to come back 
for technical corrections'. The legisla- 
ture cannot adjourn until all bills con- 
'curred in by both houses have .been 
acted upon1 by trie governor. 


Up to May 10 the assembly had 


passed 227 of. Its own bills, billed 150, 
had withdrawn 00, leaving 108 to be 
considered. 
Of bills passed, 111 have 


been concurred in by the senate and 
14 non-concurred In. 


The asesmbly had received 270 sen- 


ate bills, concurred In 177, non-con- 
curred In 15 and had 87 to consider. 
The senate has passed 270 of Its bills, 
killed 03, had 24 withdrawn, one ve- 
toed, 188 concurred in by the assem- 
bly, and 17 non-concurred In, leaving 
102 In the assembly and 150 to be con- 
sidered, The senate received 287 as- 
sembly bills, has 03 to consider and 
has non-concurred In 15. 


Farmers Win Market Fight

Dog Tax Amendment Introduced.

town, village or city to whom he pays 
the license. The bill further provides 
that the proposed net does not limit 
the existing right or authority of any 
town, village nr city to pass ordinances 
for regulating or licensing the keep- 
ing of dogs, except that no such ordl- 
anco" .shall ho passed after July 1, 
1020, and all existing on that date 
shall be null and void, 


All moneys received from 
dog li- 


censes nro to he appropriated Into a 
revolving fund for del': aylng expenses 
In administering the law. The surplus 
shall bo returned to county treasurers.

$5,000 for administration of the tax. 
The sum later will he refunded from 
deposits In the dog license fund.
